The famous Hazzard circular, to 
capitalists in New York, and the Buell 
Bank circular to United States Bank¬ 
ers, both emanating from London, and 
the fabulous corruption fund raised in 
England and Germany, estimated at 
$ 1 , 500 , 000 . were the agents that se¬ 
cured the closing of our mints against 
silver. 

The “walk into my parlor" policy 
of England, during and since the 
Spanish War, is the latest evidence 
of English Diplomacy in shaping the 
destiny of the United States Govern¬ 
ment. \
